the  TURTLE  AT  HOME. 

How  tb!  »ero«  ta. 

Crop  Capture  of  a  PrU«. 

The  green  turtle  of  the  tnetr^oiiUn 
restaurant,  when  it  does  n<x  come  frt/m 

the  remnants  of  the  r^  veaJ  and  fned 

<la?  ^«>re.  com  chiefly 
from  the  Bahama*  and  from  Na*au,  the 
^  ^  °*  th«  Bahamas.  Thev  are 
harvested  also  in  Cuba,  Havti  a/vd  at 
mariy  points  on  the  southern  W4u,t.  but 
In  the  Bahama  Islands  tliev  s«?m  to  find 
he  nch<-st  feeding  gr<Hin<i*.  Circuit 
Justice  L.  D.  Powlew,  of  Baliama  Ldand, 
w  hose  exjienence  has  been  ample,  telhng 
how  the  amiable  and  luscious  beast  is 
raptured  in  his  neighbor b.s«J,  says: 

•‘TlieHe  fainilua  who  live  in  the  out 
islands  and  do  all  the  turtle  fishing  that 
te  not  done  by  the  strictly  husineas 
schooners  and  men  fn>rn  Nassau.  liav« 
for  a  home  a  house  whose  walls  are  Imilt 
Of  coral  limestone,  roughly  ph^t.-n’-d  be 
get  her  and  roofeil  with  |ialni"tt..  thatch. 
Ihere  are  probably  twelve  or  fourteen  in 
the  family,  and  they  all  live  in  one  little 
room  pretty  nearly  bare  of  furniture. 
Nobody  but  papa  and  mamma  rise  to  the 
dignity  of  a  bed.  The  n„t  can  ’.hep  any¬ 
where.  When  not  asl«*?p.  nearlv  all 
their  lives  are  spent  out  of  doors.  iW.rnd 
t lie  house  is  sprue  big  tnw*.  where  mother 
cix»ks  and  washes  anil  father  whacks  her 
and  the  children  by  turns,  unless,  as  oc¬ 
casionally  happens,  she  is  boss,  and  does 
the  whacking  herself.  They  have  not 
much  need  of  money,  for  they  can  grow 
oranges,  liananas  arid  other  tropical  fiuits 
in  plenty,  with  corn  and  sweet  potatoes, 
and  fish  is  to  be  had  for  the  catching. 
But  the  out-islander  stands  sometimes  in 
need  of  clothes  and  groceries,  which  have 
to  be  paid  for.  As  turtles  will  either 
produce  cash  or  its  substitute,  he  occa¬ 
sionally  goes  off  on  a  tuctling  expedition. 
After  days  of  postponing  and  putting  off, 
he  finally  pulls  himself  together,  and  off 
he  goes,  pressing  all  his  family  into  the 
service.  I  here  is  not  much  need  to  close 
up  tfie  hous*.  for  there  are  no  robbers, 
and  no  probable  intruder  except  the  hogs, 
which  don’t  count.  Still  he  probably 
shuts  it  up,  for  -de  look  of  de  ting.  ’  for 
the  darky  is  very  punctilious  about  cer¬ 
tain  matters. 

“The  turtle  beach  may  be  many  Effiles 
away,  but  most  likely  he  has  a  lx>at.  In 
which  he  manages  to  reach  it  in  the 
course  of  a  few  hours.  All  the  party 
haw  liarc  feet,  but  otherwise  are  dressed 
much  the  same  as  civilized  people.  Ex¬ 
ternal  decency  is  one  of  those  matters  on 
which  the  Bahamian  negro  is  most  scru¬ 
pulous. 

•  Arrived  at  the  turtle  beach,  he  puts 
one  of  the  l>oys  in  the  boat  anil  lets  bh» 
row  along  it.  while  the  rest  ^  the  party 
walk,  keeping  a  slun*  tooxout  for  turtles. 
Sometimes  tbo  oeach  is  ten  miles  long, 
and  perhaps  the  party  draw  the  whole  of 
it  blank,  in  which  case  they  beach  the 
boat  and  camp  out  for  the  night.  Per¬ 
haps  K**ey  have  the  luck  to  see  a  monster 
green  turtle  before  they  have  measured 
half  the  distance.  If  the  party  is  in  luck 
and  sights  a  monster  female  turtle  of  500 
pounds,  laying  her  eggs  in  the  hot  sand 
a  little  ahead,  the  party  ^ivides  at  once 
and  the  cliattering  ceases— silence  is 
a  necessary  Clement  of  success.  One- 
half  of  the  party  make  for  the  water 
to  cut  off  her  retreat:  the  other  half  steal 
noiselessly  up  and  turn  her  <>n  her  back 
—a  tough  job  in  the  cast)  of  a  turtle  as 
big  as  500  |x>un<ls.  Once  on  her  hack  she 
is  helpless,  and  some  of  the  other  party 
go  off  iii  search  of  jiahnetto  leaves  or 
tough  grass  with  which  to  tie  her  tins, 
while  the  others  stand  round  and  talk  to 
her,  jeering  and  making  game  of  her  for¬ 
lorn  condition,  taking  care,  however,  to 
give  her  mouth  a  wide  lierth,  for  she  is 
still  able  to  bite  with  considerable  effect. 
When  the  others  return  they  cut  slits  in 
her  tins  and  tie  them  lock  tightly  to¬ 
gether.  Tims  secured,  she  is  carried  on 
joard  the  belt  and  given  in  charge  of  the 
boy.  wliiif**  the  land  contingent  start  on 
their  road  rejoicing,  in  search  of  another 
victim.  Before  going  on,  though,  they 
will  lunch  on  the  eggs  their  prisoner  has 
left  behind  her.  These  eggs  are  a  deli¬ 
cacy  much  prized  in  Nassau,  but  proba¬ 
bly  b\  the  time  they  get  there  they  wild 
have  gone  I  oil,  and  it  is  only  on  rare  oc¬ 
casion.'.  when  turtles'are  caught  in  New 
Providence  or  its  immediate  neighbor¬ 
hood.  that  they  are  found  in  the  market. 
•The  eggs  disused  of.  the  party  moves 
once  more,  and  jterhaps.  just  at  the 
close  of  the  day,  catches  a  hawkshill,  a 
go**«l  deal  smaller  in  size,  but  quite  as 
valuable,  for  this  time  the  value  is  in  the 
shell,  not  in  the  weight.  Thus  is  a  good 
day’s  work:  the  family  row  home  con¬ 
tented.  and  place  their  turtles  in  a  cool 
place  to  await  the  chance  of  a  sl{ip  to 
carrv  them  up  to  Nassau.” 

Another  way  of  catching  turtles  is  the 
pegging  of  thpih  in  shoal  water— that  is, 
striking  them  with  a  grain  or  two 
pronged  sjiear.  This  way  is  adopted  by 
vessels  engaged  in  the  turtle  fisheries,  but 
it  can  only  be  used  in  the  case  of  green 
turtles,  as  it  damages  the  shell. 

Besides  the  green  turtles  and  hawk- 
bills.  there  is  another  species  called  the 
lubberhead,  which  is  of  no  practical  use 
at  all.  The  flesh  of  both  the  latter  spe¬ 
cies  is  considered  valueless,  but  the 
natives  manage  to  make  substantial 
meals  out  of  them  all  the  same. 

Most  of  the  turtles  taken  are  females, 
for  it  is  the  females  only  that  come  ashore 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  their  eggs,  the 
males  remaining  usually  in  much  deeper 
water.  The  female  is  easily  distinguished 
from  the  male  by  her  tail,  which  is  so 
short  as  to  lie  .absolutely  nominal,  while 
his  usually  averages  six  or  eight  inches  in 
length. — New  York  Sun.

Galnlug  or  LmId(  a  Day. 

In  sailing  round  the  world  eastward 
the  days  are  each  a  little  less  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  according  to  the  speed  of  the 
ship,  a'  the  sun  is  met  every  morning  a 
little  earlier.  These  little  differences 
added  together  will  amount  in  the  course 
of  the  circumnavigation  to  twenty-four 
hours,  giving  the  sailors  an  extra  day. 
not  in  imagination,  but  in  Holier  truth,  as 
they  will  have  actually  eaten  an  extra 
day’s  food  and  consumed  an  extra  day’s 
grog.  On  the  other  hand,  in  sailing 
westward,  the  sun  is  overtaken  a  little 
each  clay,  and  so  each  day  is  rather  longer 
than  twenty-four  hours,  anil  clocks  and 
watches  are  found  to  be  too  fast.  This 
also  wiil  amount,  in  sailing  round  to  the 
starting ‘point  again,  to  one  whole  day  by 
which  the  reckoning  has  fallen  in  arrear 
The  ea:  tern  has  gained  a  day 

and  tl,r  western  ship  has  lost  one,  leading 
to  this  apparent  paradox,  that  t,he  former 
ship  has  a  clear  gain  of  two  whole  days 
over  the  latter,  supposing  them  to  have 
started  and  returned  together. — Cham- 
liers’  Journal. 


Found  at  Pompeii. 

The  excavations  that  are  lieing  earned 
forward  at  Pompeii  are  giving  most  in¬ 
teresting  results.  In  the  beginning  of  the 
month  a  wooden  case  was  dug  up,  con¬ 
taining  a  complete  set  of  surgical  instru¬ 
ments,  man v  of  which  are  similar  to 
those  used  in  the  present  day.  A  few 
days  later  four  lieautiful  silver  urns  of 
considerable  height  were  found,  together 
with  four  smaller  cups,  eight  open  vases, 
four  dishes  ornamented  with  foliage  and  ’ 
the  figures  of  animals,  and  a  beautiful 
statue  of  Jupiter  seated  on  his  throne. 
Besides  these  silver  objects  several  gold 
ornaments  were  also  found,  such  as  ear¬ 
rings  and  rings.  The  excavations  are  be¬ 
ing  rapidly  pushed  forward. — Rome  Cor. 
London  News.
